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Which he is ready all manner of ways to juftify, as relating unto Plots, 
DelTgns,Troubles and Infurre&ions,which were intended to have been 
let a Foor, tow ards the Subverfion of His Moft Excellent Majeftics 
Laws and Government, not by a private Information, or other, but 
before any Court of Juftice,Difcipline } Either in the Civil, Common, 
or Marfhal Law, and to reply, or difanul the Printed Paper, inparc 
of Edmund Everard an Irijh man, who was fo long Prifoner in the 
Tower.

To make out why lie was fo detained, nothing relating to the Plot,* 
but was for his intent, to have Poyfoncd the Duke of 
Monmouth , as fhall more Amply be made out 
in this Manifeft. 
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A S truth is truth, thofe whoperfift therein are 
the Sons of God, and fuch as tothe contrary 
go, doubtlefly time will show the effedfs, 
what is due to God, let us pay, and in whatisour 
Anointed Kings,let us obey. I amhisSubjedt and 
renounce hisGrace, ifdifloy alty can be laid to my 
face* Religion leads meunto this tenent, fo should 
it Man-kind, the great Turk hath his Law,to keep 
his Subjedtsindueawe. Give Cafar his due thatis 
the thing,from which Loyalty doth fpring ; our Sa¬ 
cred King is juft,andabove all, may give the Law 
to rife or fall,in the protedfion of his true Subjedts, 
a true Proteftant he is out of all doubt, any thinks 
other is but a Lout. Her Gracious good M ajefty is 
our Queen, our duty to her should befeen,and 
own’d fo as no malignant tongue,may not lead us 
along, but into what is juft.in Religions many opi¬ 
nions there be,His M ajefty ft rives to let us fee, that 
the Proteftant Religion he will uphold, if we in 
duty do not grow cold, weowing Allegiance un¬ 
to our King.fo let us pay him and his, as in true 
Religion we are bound unto, let criminals their 
fate endure, and Innocents receive their cure. As 
fo what is it we Subjedts can groan under,let us but 
confider and look of our Neighboring Subjedts, 
their Poverty Slavery and Mifery, then look up¬ 
on the nowSubjedts of His SacredMajeftics, King 
Charles the fecond, and upon the happinefsof his 
Reign, have we wanted either in trade or fplen- 
did lubfift ance, when moftofthe world,have been 
in war and full of mifery, and our Alarums in 
breadingconfufions. O chedifatisfadtion of man 
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when not contented, never comprifing when he 
is well, this I intend not to prevent or avoid pre¬ 
cautions ; our Sacred King is mod certainly our 
Head, and where can lodge his intereft. furety or

is a deep, (but they are not,)who are Villains, and 
Impudent Rafcals, that molt libelloufly let forth 
in Pamphlets, to eccliple his due and rights, fuch 
who take that liberty what would they not be at, 
to emote troubles and difturbances in His Maje¬ 
fties Kingdoms and Dominions.

Hies Subjeds, have been trampling,indeavoring 
and abetting, to raifeinfurredions.tumultsanddi- 
fturbances, in His Moft Excellent Ma jefties King¬ 
doms and Dominions, to the intent of fubverting 
His Majcfties Fundamental Laws and Govern- 
ment,andlamready toprove that his Royal High- 
nefs, was fo much a ftranger and unknowing in the 
faid intermedlingx, as nothing could be more.fome 
malignant fpirits.willfenlure what I hear fay tobe 
a Paradox, to the contrary lam ready to make ap¬ 
pear, nay more, that if the faid infurredions had 
proceeded or gone on,I will make out or forfeit my

Sir Robert being Born in Ireland, / hope may 
not pafs for a Crime, though fome of the Dollies of his Tenth may be 
thrown in his Difh , as the fin of the Flefh, and Gaming, yet never tv is 
any crime of Dis-Loyalty, 7he fir(l of his Name that went from England 
into Ireland, for His Majefiies Service in King Edwards Time , tv.us 
Sir Patrick Walfli, who to Attack the City of Lymberick , eaufed i 
Hundred Horfe and Men , to fwim over the River of Shannon , and fi 
Surprized and Took Limberick; as the chronicle of England and Ireland 
more largely Expatiates upon. But Sir Patrick a Horje-Back, fwimming 
over the River , Bows and Arrows then being in Ufe , he (hot a Swan 
Flying, through the Breafl, fo as ever fince the fifing Swan hath heert

Jupream advantage of my King . you will Jay why I did not do it, and 
1 fay when you read what followeth, you will own me not condemnable. 
As thiss, at the [aid Battle, as tho[e who were there do know , ns the mofi 
Honorable Valiant Lord Gerart, and Co Hone l Edward Villers, Sir 
Edward Brett, Sir Thomas Daniel, and others , and the Lord Warton 
can alfo witnefs, that our left wing of Horfe then Commanded, by the 
mo ft Loyal and Royal Earl of Brandford, Henryk Lord wilmot, and 
Commijfary General of the Horfe, did clearly beat, and put to flhht the 
right wing of the Enemies, purfuing them through the Village of Kin- 
ton, which lay in the rear of the Enemies Army, being a %na Villaoe 
ccnfifing of thatched Houfes • between which, then lay the Enemies Am¬ 
munition, fome Cannon, and their waggons • we purfuing the Enemy fur¬ 
ther our foot in body, and the Enemies then hotly ingaged, order came 
to our Horfe, not to purfue the Enemy further, but to return to our Ar¬ 
my.

E A D E R 3 pray be fo juftly favorable , I being 
forced in Honor and Loyalty to make this pub¬ 
lication, who am no Orator to judge, but with 
an indifferent eye, according to the proofs I of¬ 
fer, which I will maintain, ftand unto, and will 
juflifie, by Common, Civil, or Marlhal Law 5 un¬ 
to all Perlons and in all refpe&s, and in particu¬ 
lar againit this Everard 5 as in any thing, wherein he doth bring 
in my name, he is a perfon that I have known of a long time 5 
as alio his condition, not by the qualification he aflumes to him- 
felf in the title Efquire • in his prints, as fo he hath fubfcribed his 
name, which I cannot imagine on what account; and I muftcon¬ 
clude, that he hath as much right fb to name himfelf, as unto the 
contrary he hath to have brought my name in queftion, as to fup- 
prefs the difcovery of the Plots, in fuch as he hath mentioned me 
in. If he will but take example in following my Rule, as now I 
find it not unneceffary to explain my quality, and Title 5 and that 
he may truly fo demonftrate his, whereby the world may cenfure, 
cr give applaufe, which as unto their judgments may feem ft. This 
Everard doth let forth in his faid depofitions, that in the Year 1673. 
being in Paris, that he did difcover unto me fome defigns, and di- 
fhirbances, which were intended towards the prejudice of his Moil 
Excellent Majeftie’s Kingdom, which as he faith, he came to the 
knowledge of from the Lady Anne Gourdon • a Lady that to my re¬ 
membrance I never fpoke unto, but heard of her as of a Lady of 
great Judgment, Birth, and quality ; whole Family hath always 
been adorned with the endowments and Chara&ers of Loyalty, of 
which fome of late have given dmonflration and Teftimony of, as 
that Noble Perfon my Lord Donbarton- and his Brother*, fo as if this 
Lady fhould fo fall off, as to intermeddle in the like unfeemly inter- 
medlings 5 certainly lhe hath degenerated and rendered her felf to be 
much len fur able, and to have done it unto fuch a Perfon as this Eve- 
rard - it could render her no lefsthan ridiculous. But malice and in¬ 
vention hath fo powerful an influence in this Age. Quod nihil 
fl ii4 , I fpeak not as to take this Ladies part , nor to excufe her 
weaknefs 'as I believe not, fhould fhe be guilty. But when I con- 
f.der that man reduced to poverty, Extremity, want, and nailery, 
as fbmetinjes this Everard , fubjelfl to fearch after all manner of 
reforfe for his relief, I will not take on me to Judge of the fequel.

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{nice the Year 1659. in the fir ft Northern fervice, under the Com¬ 
mand of the now Lord Stafford , having ever fince ferved my Kings 
Honorably, and Faithfully (which no body can deny) and particu¬ 
larly in the Battle of Edge-Hill, in the Year 1643. Where fate was no 
lefs favorable unto me, then fortunate in inabling me to render my 
King acceptable lervice- fo as that he was then graeioufiy pleafed in 
the field, to honor me with the dignity of Knight-hood • then giv¬ 
ing his Royal Commands, that when he flinuld arrive in Oxford, that 
a Medal of Gold fiiould be made for me, w ith his own Effigies, and 
that of His Deareft Son Prince Charles of the one fide ; and toinlcribe 
thereon, C arolus Rex, Magnx Britannia , & Carolus Princeps, And of 
the other fide to infeulp the form of his Royal Bannor, ufed at the 
laid Battle, and to imeribe about it, far regale mandatnm Car li Regis 
hoc afjfnatur Roberto Wallli •, which his Royal Majeftieof Blelfed Me¬ 
mory gave me accordingly, out of his own hand, and his Royal Com- 
miflion forme to wear the fanie, exprefting in it, that it was for the 
moll: acceptable lervice that I rendred at the Battle of Edge Hi!!, which 
accordingly I have ever fince w rn • this w'as not gain’d by love or 
favor, fed ex officiogladii, w hich no Herald can •deny, but may carry 
the title of right Honor, and now to be upbraided hy Everard or any 
fuch. Noble Reader, do but Judge, if it may well by me, be dige- 
lled, were I guilty of theleaft dilloyalty, I would condemn my (elf, 
more then any accufer could make me. 

II. Now as to this Everard, he did about the Year 1673 .in Paris, come 
often unto my lodging, I then ufually miking ule of him, totran- 
flate forme Engl.ffinto Erench y as I have divers of his tranfiations in 
writing now by me, and extant, and then fometimes gave him half a 
Crown - he coming from one end of Parity the Ren de St. yintoineto 
the Sanbour,e of St. Jermins often untome, the Half-Crown did in¬ 
vite him, not as it feem’d his love to me 5 and one night he did fay, 
and at random, that great defigns Mere intended to breed greatdi- 
fturbances, in His Moft Excellent Majefties Kingdoms, without fpeci- 
fying upon what particular grounds, or making mention in the leaft 
•degree that he had any intend n to difeover them, but much to the 
contrary, vowing that he wasrefolved to live and die, as he ever was 
bred in the Roman Religion ; I then did reprefent unto him, that as 
he was a Subject of His Moft Excellent Majefties, and a Vaflal born 
in the County Palatine of Tipperary, under his Grace the Duke of 
Ormond , that he w'ould do but his duty, if he knew any fuch immo- 
tions intended, to give me notice whereby to advertife his Grace* 
which he then promifedhe would, but never after did he ever come 
at me or near me. Some time before, I had from a very confidera- 
ble 'hand, that there were then ingendring in Paris, to breed difW- 
bances in his Majefties Kingdoms, towards the fubverfion of His Moft 
Excellent y!/ajefties Laws and Government, in w’hich fome of hi* 
Sub lefts were very ofticioully intermcdling. I then did immediately 
addreis my felf unto the marquis de Molac, whow’as my friend and 
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one of his Royal Highnefsthe Duke of Orleans his Chief Gentleman* 
who did introduce me unto his Royal Highnefs, unto whom I did 
then reprelent that fome Ingins were fet a foot, to beget Tumults ;md 
Difturbances in HisMagefties of great Britain his Kingdoms 1672. 
and that I did hope his Royal Highnefs, would fpeak unto his Chrifti- 
an Majefty not to give ear, or countenance unto fuch His Majefties 
Subjects, as may therein be made abettors, or incendiaries: Though 
I was perfwaded, that they were therein countenanced, as I could 
make Oath,his Royal Highnefs did promife me,he would fpeak unto his 
Brother, and that he would cary a diligent and careful eye thereunto, 
which with Juftice I may fay, that his Royal Highnefs would not this 
day difown. Now in as much as that this j Everard doth fet forth in 
his depofitions, that Imoft unfaithfully did betray him unto the Tal¬ 
bots, a thing Iliad no ground for, he not communicating unto me, 
that he had any fuch intention, but much to the contrary* he and, 
they being much together, and upon the word of a man of Honor 
and the Faith of a Chriftian I never did, nor was I but once all the 
time the Talbots were in Paris converfant with them, nor have I had 
any intimacy with Collonel Talbot or his Brother, but rather to the 
contrary, as fame of my Kings beftSubje&s, I prefume may confirm. 
Now in as much as that Everard in his depofitions maketh Oath,that 
he was made Prifonerin the Tower by the means of the Talbots,and 
the Lady Anne-Gordon. In that Alegation he contradi&s himfelf, for 
after his enlargement from the Tower, he meets me in St. James’s 
Park* comes to me and cries, Sir Robert waljh you are the man who 
put me into the Tower, and that made me a great fufferer there, I 
then told him I was, and were it to do again I would • and that I did 
wonder how fuch a Villain, that had fo malignant intentions towards 
the Duke of Monmouth could obtain his liberty ; I did not then know 
that he had charged the Lady Anne, or the Talbots to have been the 
caufersof hislmprilonment, and fowe parted. Now to come to the 
true grounds of his being made Prifoner in the Tower, which fliall be 
juftifiedand made out: There was in the Year 1673. a Gentleman in 
Paris one Mr. Dalonfon , a perfon born unto a good eftate, and now in 
the pofleflion of it, he being in Paris , very much reduced unto ne- 
ceflity, he came tome declaring who he was, naming fome friends 
of his that I well knew, and for whom I had efteem, he demonftra- 
ting the fad condition he was in, I did take him to an Ordinary or 
eating-houfe, where I had credit a La rest de Colombie, and did give 
him credit for his Diet, and lodging in the faid oberge, where he re¬ 
tted two or three Months, and truly I did difeharge him, aslamfure 
he will own. 

III. About the fame tim t, Everard and this Dalonfon, coming both at 
a time to my lodging, they became acquainted, and fo great an inti¬ 
macy in a little time they grew into, as*$hat theyjoyned to lodge in 
a houfe, and in one Bed * and they two became as hand and glove. 
Some time before this Everard having the French Tongue, was intro-

duced to bis Grace the Duke of Monmouth • and in a little time, his 
Grace took him into his Service, to be his Solicitor or under Secre 
tary • he having before been an under Clark to the Lievtenant Crime- 
ncl> or Lievtenant Civel of Paris 1 well know not which, how he did 
demeanor mifdemean himfelf under his Grace, I know not, butcaft 
or calhiered from the Dukes Service he was, and Mr. Sarehevel taken 
in his place. Everard hereupon grew enraged again!! his Grace, and 
took a inoft Hellilh refolution, which was to Poyion the Duke of Mom 
mouth , in refolution fo to do, as in apparances he came into England. 
Mr. Dalonfin being Everards intimate, he communicates unto Mr. 
Dalonfon his refolution, to Poyion , and did carry .Mr. Da/onjon with 
him to buy the Poyfon for thefaid purpofe, and fo did buy it. After 
that Dalonfon had fully penetrated into Everards malignity ; Mr. Da- 
lenfon giving me a vilit, he tells me, that he was lo happy as to meet 
an opportunity and occalion, which may demonftrate unto me, that 
I had not oblieged an ungrateful Perfon, as unto the kind civility I 
did conferr upon him, and that he then came of purpofe unto me 5 
todifeover untome a very great concern, by which I may obliege 
a very great Perfon. Truly lam not of their humor who would not 
hear; It refting in me after having heard, to give or take, fo I asked 
Mr. Dalonfon what he would fay, who tells me of Everards refolution 
towards the Duke of Monmouth , and that he was with him when he 
bought the Poyfon, and that Everard was immediately refolved to 
go for England to put his malignant Refolution in Execution, telling 
me that Everard intended that an other Duke Ihould pafs the fame 
path, which I do not now here name; at which I was not a little 
ftartled, and conlidering upon the matter, I thanked Mr. Dalonfon 
for his good will, but told him that the difeovery of that concern, 
was much fitter to have been communicated unto my Lord Locker , 
who w r as the Kings EmbalTador, and then in Paris Mr. Dalonfon re¬ 
plies that he had a defire to own his gratitude to me, befides paying 
of his duty towards the Duke of Monmouths fafety •, and adds, that 
if fo I did not give ear to him, and that any mifehief fhould afterwards 
infue, that I may repent. Upon this I asked Mr .Dalonfon, if he would 
go before good witnefs, attef! the putting of this information into 
my hands, he faid he would and more then that; I prelently hereup¬ 
on fent for witnels, and among!! others for young Mr. Lane my Lord 
Lansborow his Son, a fine civil underftanding Gentleman, who is now 
here in Town, and fince married unto my Lord of Northamptons Neece. 
Indeed Mr. Lane was very loth to meddle in the bulinefs, I telling 
him in Mr. Dalonfons prefence, what it was and how it was, which 
Mr. Lane at this day I dare fay will fay was thus, Mr. Dalonfon then 
faid that he would not only give it under his hand, and leal, but 
w r ould as well go in perfon into England to maintain what he faid, 
and to confront Everard. Mr. Dalonfon did lign and feal before wit¬ 
nefs, andfo I lent it for England to thofe it did concern, and in par¬ 
ticular the Duke of Monmouth , and Dalonfon alfo told where Everard 
would or was to lodge in London } and doubted not that if he were 
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taken as he would delcribe where, but that the faid Poyfon would be 
found with him *, fo Everard was feized upon and put into the Tow'er: 
Dalanfon did come into England, and confronted Everard before fome 
Lords of the Council, Dalonfin was not ill looked upon for his infor¬ 
mation, but had his pafs and a viaticum to boot. So as vilibly its 
more probable that this put Everard into the Tower, rather then what 
he faith in his depolitions, after Everards being confronted by Dalon- 
jo» > Everard was returned to the Tower, and Dalonjon left at his li¬ 
berty. After Everards being in lome clofe reftridtion, then he fain 
would intimate unto Sir John Robinfon , fome informations as tending 
to Plots as Prifoners in fuch ftraights feldom fail to foment • hoping 
thereby to procure themfelves lome eale, yet would Everard have 
dallied upon Sir* John for not reprefenting or giving his ear; but out 
of doubt Sir John hath done the duty of his place • Everard in his de- 
pofitions gives out that this Dalonjon was his man, a moft palpable un¬ 
truth; I have known Everard a longtime, but never in a condition 
to keep a man, but he dill was to be kept. 

1 V.My name being by Everards means introduc'd and traduc'd,it gives 
me fcope to follow with a larger declaration in my fufferance, my cre¬ 
dit being thus trampled upon, by Fobbs, Rafcals, and Villains, that 
never dar’ft, appear to lay any thing to my charge, face to face or be¬ 
fore judice, but dill like aParator fallly informing behind my back, 
1 am not the only thus lerved, O what a pitty it is, that the noble 
Law which was allow ed of to the Lord Rea, and David Ramfy Ihould 
cot again be permitted; which was to fight Lefpee a la main on a 
publickdage, to maintain the Truth, which would give an Allaye un¬ 
to impoftory and falfe acculations. Is it not drange as thus, that this 
Everard Ihould be fo impudent as to have me lummoned to the Houle 
of Commons Bar, to make me appear, as I did there in May lad 1679, 
and to referr unto what I Ihould witnefs, and fuch as he names which 
can w itnefs as now I do? 

V. Mader fpeaker did ask me, if that in Paris 1673. that this Eve¬ 
rard did not tell me that Troubles, Plots, Deligns, and Didurbances, 
were ingendring towards the prejudice of England , Ianfwered in part 
he did, but that as unto particulars he did not, nor have Iprefledto 
know, I having notice from other manner of hands then his, that great 
engines were at work to prejudice His Mod Excellent Majedie to¬ 
wards-the fubverlion of his Laws and Government, and fomented to 
be upheld by greater perfons, then yet where named or fpoken off. 
The fpeaker asked me why I had not declared them, I replied it deem¬ 
ed he knew not whether 1 had or not: I adding that if I had not done, 
what my duty and Loyalty oblieged me unto; that I w 7 ould difclaim 
in the lead Grace or Favor from the King, his mod Honorable Parlia¬ 
ments or Law s of the Land, fo as I w 7 as ordered to withdraw,not doubt¬ 
ing but that I ihould be fummond to declare what I knew in thofe con¬ 
cerns,yet I wasnot,but in a day or twoafter,wasfummon’d to appear be- 
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firethe Committee of Secrecy, I did, and they looked on me, and! 
nnon them thev laid they had no orders concerning me, o we par-. 
te P d Bm had I been interrogated fore fear nor tone ihould not keep 
me, from declaring the names of the xntermedlers. 

VT Itis in part wonderful that this Everard being ever bred a Papift, 
and beeotlv one as to my knowledge, he never would as much as 
read anv B^oks of controverfy, often vowing that any Books that gave 
lontncLionto the Roman Tenets, were Heretical V, and fo not to 
S id that this man without the concourfe with any Pro eftan: 
Divine’Ihould turn convert, mud: appear as a great bleffingof God, 
ortlrt it mull be upon I'ome worldly intereft : and whereas he (peaks 
of his reconciliation to Monton I doubt, it is that were he put to it, 

that hecould not make out. 

VII I having not named the foirtentors of thefe difturbances,being not 
fummoned* thereunto, may not be of the N "ty fob 

lowing defcriptions. Sir Robert Waljb declares to the World, that he 
ever did and doth renounce the left of Grace or Favor from His Sa¬ 
cred Majefty, His moft Honorable Houles ol Parhamenor Laws, it 
any difloyalty is or can belaid to his charge, vet is he and hath been 
Murthered alive, through falfe foggeftions and informations, which 
none ever did or would appear tojuftitie againft him, one was that m 
tho Year 1655 or 1656. that he was imployed, by the then Ufurper 
Ohlr Cromtel, and by then the Lord Broh ll now living Lari of Orery 
into Flanders to Kill His Moft Sacred and Anointed king, and this fo¬ 
mented by Villains, Ralcals, and falfe Informers, who never did or 
™urft appear to lay any thing of that nature, or of any other crime 
unto Ids charge before Juftice, though they were thereunto fum- 
moned, yet Was Sir Robert made Prilbner, and his only Son m Wr 
for 33. Months, ftarving with cold and hunger ; If Inch as fo afptr- 
fed Sir Robert had appeared, he had cods damage and intereft again,. 
them, which they did not ' Though fummon d thereunto, by Dm John 
D‘ Jullrea and the Marquis of Currents then Governors of Flanders , 
Sir Roberts damage would be more, then they could pay, though nei 
as much as Dunkirk or Clarendon Houfe was (old for. 


VIII. My Moft Sacred King,being ever juft in himfelf,\yas not willing 
that Sir Robert i hould fo fuffer for want of Juftice; foliis Mdft Excel- 
lent Maiefty upon the follicitations, ot many Nobles, ftrangers and Sub¬ 
lets of His Majefty, was pleafedto refer the concern unto the Judge 
Mil lit ary of Flanders to determine, who certified unto His Moft Ex¬ 
cellent Maiefty, and His Catholick Majefty, the in juftice ot Sir Robert; 
imprifonment, whereupon His Catholick Majefty lent his orders in 
thefe words, which isftill extant unto the Governors ox Fenders, be- 
incr loth to find, that a Gentleman and a Perfon of Honor, mould k> 
beMar tyred under his Laws. 
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The words of the Order were 5 to our Governors and Treafurers 
in Flanders, fet Sir Robert Waljh at liberty, and pay the colls and 
charges of his Imprifonment out of our Treafury. He being made Pri- 
foner at the inftigation of i’ome of His Majefty of Great Britains Mini- 
fters, (fine culpa) this Order coming. Sir Robert would not accept of 
his liberty, but by Order of his own King, lb he did obtain, froiti 
that Mod Honorable Perfon the Earl of Cajtlehaven who is now here, 
to carry the laid Order, unto His moll Excellent Majefty with an hum¬ 
ble delire, that if any thing was or could be laid unto Sir Roberts charge, 
that it Ih auId be put in again!! him. Sir Robert humbly praying His 
Majelly then being in Bruxels , that any of His Majefties Subjects En- 
glijh , Irijh, or Scotch , may be made his Judges, he mol! willingly 
owning that His Mold Excellent Majefties Power and Laws, may be 
of as full force and value again!! him there - unto which he was as 
ready and willing to fubmit himlelf, as now he is unto His Mol! Sove¬ 
reign Plealure. 

X. Sir Robert at the inftigation of Eretard, being fummon’d to the 
Bar of the Honorable Houle of Commons, and having made his en¬ 
deavors to have difcharged his duty as afore laid, yet did he petition 
thehoufe, and put his petition into the hands of an Honorable mem¬ 
ber of thefaid Houle., to be prefented unto Mr. Speaker, which was 
fo done by Sir John Coriton • who tells Sir Robert that the Speaker read 
every word thereof, as is hereunto Annexed, the Copy of the faid pe¬ 
tition, I Sir Robert would not be afraid nor alhamed, to have named 
the Jngenders, and Fomemors of the Troubles and difturbances, to 
have been, fet on Foot towards His Majefties Dominions, had he been 
fummon’d thereunto*, and is not backward to fay that the Honora¬ 
ble Houfeof Commons, would not have been difpleafed to fee, and 
order that fome of the intermedlers may be detected and executed, no 
fefs would any good SubjeC! of England. Pardon Noble Reader, if 
that I prefume to inmind that Criminals indilloyalty ought to re¬ 
ceive Juftice, fuch as to them may be due 5 and I to be the firlt 
were 1 criminal therein, fo I wilh the fame towards all or any Sub¬ 
jects upon proofs, before their competent Adjudgers or Judges, that 
thereby criminals may receive i'ndign and publick Punilhment, and 
tjiat Innocencv may be protected and upheld. This tends unto Sir 
Robert ivaljh fufferances, who forgot as unto one of Everards depoliti- 
on to make anfwer, as this, in particular he makes mention of one 
Mrs Wingfield, alias Hampton , and forfooth, that his man Dal/fon , he 
meaning Dalonfin , who never was his man or fervant *, and that he 
and Sir Robert tvaljh did well know the faid Woman. Upon my Word 
and Honor, I never did know the faid Woman, never faw her direCt- 
jy, nor never heard of fuch a Woman, nor of her name until his now 
naming of her in his depofitiorts : Pray Noble Readers, let no-man 
think that I villifie this Everards evidence,as for the King if he pretends 
ro give evidence; no I do not, nor would I intermeddle therein, or 
with any thing therein concerned, but what maydalh upon my own 
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particular, which nature and the law of man cannot but allow to be 
jultifiable, foas this gap opened unto me by Everard , putts me into 
a way of Junifying my fell to the world, being forced to declare my 
fufieranees. Under which I have fo long groned, procured me by Li¬ 
ars, fo as it may be faid, that Liars are the fons of the Devil, and 
truth-tellers the Creatures of God. 


The Copy of Sir Robert Walih bis Petition unto the Honor Able Houfe of 

Commons i 

Sheweth, 

T hat your Petitioner having lived molt of his time, for thefe Thir¬ 
ty Years part in the French Kings Territories, and lince the Year 
1669. particularly in Paris, until the Year 1675. Mr. Propers of his 
Majefties Bed-Chamber, and heretofore a Member of this Honorable 
Houfe, was by His Majedy’s permiflion ordered to keep a corref- 
pondence with your Petitioner, as unto what may relate unto his 
Majefties Service, and the interefts of his good Subjeds, as may evi¬ 
dently be made to appear, unto any this Honorable Houle may pleale 
to appoint, to hear the tranfadions and paflagesof the faid correfpon- 
dence • who as accordingly may make report unto this Honorable 
Houfe, of the validity thereof. Your Petitioner alfo having given an 
account, in his Reprefentments unto fome of' His Majefties Minifters 
of State, which had they timely given ear unto, undoubtly rauft have 
conduced unto His Majefties intereft, and that of his good Subjeds, 
but the averfnefs of fome towards the giving of a juft hearing, unto 
your Petitioners Reprefentments, hath Ecclipfed your Petitioner as al¬ 
fo his Reprefentments^ by your Petitioners care and endeavors, he did 
fo prevail with a perfon, who hath been above Twenty years under 
.Secretary in France , to the Secretary of state, in the Tranfadionsof 
the French concerns, yet he became difeontented and was unfatisfied, 
and though he was. well in Moneys yet much would ambition more, 
fo as your Petitioner prevailed with him to come hither in 1675. and 
the rather that in the furintendent Monfiere de Fouketts being great, 
this perfon was known unto His Moft Excellent Majefty, and came 
refolved hither to give His Majefty great Lights and intelligence, as 
regarding the Tranladions of France. Here your Petitioner doth give 
a. Brief which when provifed, as alfo Mr. Progers Letters probably 
this Honorable Houfe may Judge, that this man’s Reprefentments 
and Intelligence, would have proved of ufe, but fome ill advifers,who 
perhaps were here concerned, or that carried an animofity againft your 
Petitioner, did fo deturn that his Reprefentments could not gain Cre¬ 
dit, elfe undoubtedly he waauld fo have furnilhed againft the French 
King, which, would put water into his Wine, and have dipt his 
Wings, here annexed you read what your Petitioner could draw or 
gather out of him, which he Reprefented, where his Allegiance and 
duty did bind him to have done, and withal one of Mr, Progers his 
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Letters, your Petitioner in order thereunto comes into being 

ofthefirrt if not the firft, who gave Lights and Intelligence of iU 
defigns and of alubverlion intended, towards the Government and 
Laws of this Kingdom, lo as your Petitioner could have no linifter in- 
tenuon. 


Though this Eamund Ever»rd did molt pernitioufly and falfly fay, 
before this Honorab e Houfe, that your Petitioner in W did pre¬ 
caution the Talbots from trading this Everard, loas the malice of this 
Everard might have Icandaloufly abuledyour Petitioner, who is rea¬ 
dy and willing to anlwer before this Honorable Houfe, declaiming 
in any grace or favor, if any dilloyalty could or can be laid to his 
charge, your Petitioner could look for no other but revenge from this 
Everard: for your Petitioner being thePerfon that procured Everardr 
Imprisonment in the Tower , an adion this Honorable Houle 
would have allowed of, did they but know upon what occafion and 
grounds, and how I was and am ready to maintain my adina therein 
the Amxels feme Years part were fhewed unto feme of the members of 
the Honorable Houfe, to the Lord Cxvendijh , Sir John coryton , Sir 
ErmcU mnmngton and Sir John Etrnly, many others, your Petitioner 
humbly prayeth that any of the members of this Honorable Houfe, 
maybe ordered to fee what your Petitioner can (how, as to hear what 
he hath to fay for the good and interefts of His Majefty, and that of 
his good Subje&s, and that in as much as that your Petitioner came 
into England of purpofe, for the fervice and intereft as afore-faid that 
according to the Report made by thofe Commisfions^ your Petitioner 
may find theeffefts of yourjuftice, and he fliall Pray ^. 


I. My Reprefentments were given the Minifters of State in the Year 

** 75 . 1 * 7 f ’’ Theleare what Keprefentments attended my Petition, 
that Sir John Coriton put into the hands of Matter Speaker" Sir Robert 
mthe Year 1675. brought withhim out of France, the perfon men¬ 
tioned in his Petition, firft he would have made Evident, that there 
was then of His Majefties Subjefts a Caball in Frsmce, who were very 
active and buhe, being thereunto much incouraged by a great Perfon ' 
to ingender great tumults and difturbances in His Mod Excellent Ma¬ 
jefties Kingdoms, who would have put into His Majefties Hands, fome 
Letters irom their Correfpondcnce, writ from hence unto the faid 
Cabal in Parts, andlomeof theirs from Paris into their aflbeiates here 
and would have declared how they wefe introduced unto the French 
King, and his reception of them. 


II. He would have difeovered, that fome perfons in E»zhnd were 
gained by th a French King, and his Minifters to be of Intelligence with 
them, loas that thereby the French might have given the better con- 
duft, unto their tranfadions with th zEnglijh, and that he would no- 
rmnate fome of thole of His Majefties Subie&s., who were fo pained 
by the French King and Minifters. 


III. He 
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Hi. He would have made it apparent,that the great Preparations tlut 
the French King made fer War, did bend to bring the States ot Ho-* 
land to His Majefties Bent, whifch it lie did not by force of Arms com- 
pals, he was fur£ to do whence pleated to afford them p aufeablc 
Terms, which-depended on HisMajefty to do whenever he plea.ed, 
and that once getting in the ftates of Holland, the Confederates would 
loon come totearms, and that once coming fo the frenen King tail¬ 
ing Breath would foon imploy His Army Elle^re, as this man 
would more particularly and probably into His Majefties Kingdoms, 
declare here, had our Miriiflers of ftate given him a hearing, but lus 
being not' heard went very unfatisfied for Hlland, where certainly he 
was liftened unto, and gave great lights to the hates as unto the con- 
dud of their Treaty, and accommodation with France. 1 his man 
was not wanting in money, I may fay he was very w ell to the con¬ 
trary, but difatisfied in France , and being very knowing in the French 
concerns, he would thereby increale his Fortune. 


IV. I could examplifie much upon what this man could have done,buf 
as the times go it’s more convenient not, when I could not be coun¬ 
tenanced in gaining credit lor this mans reprefentments, I made the ill 
no Jewels, 1 communicating them unto many, and fo wererfidy by 
others to the French King, and his Minifliers from hence lo as if I went 
now for France , my reception would be but cold, I having I may 
with Juftice fay, that I was the fir ft, that firft gave notice of thefe iiT* 
tended revolutions and difturbances, though I never hitherto did name 
the perfons who were firft fet on work to contribute unto the rai¬ 
ling thefe Tumults, however I am not unfatisfied, to have contribu- 
ted^by my endeavors towards the payment of my duty, unto my Loy¬ 
alty, and though the returns 1 meet with, are leading to deturn in 
the future, fuch as may not refolve to continue in the Principals of 
Loyalty which Ido and ever (hall, which time may give an undeni¬ 
able demonftration of. Two things I may aver ; the firft is, that I have 
no fear •, fecond, that I am not by any means difeouraged, inperfifting 
to do my Kings fer vice, as willingly as ever. 


V. I have been an eye-witnefs, and aftive in the War of 1 659. until 
1646. Therefore I may give now I am in, fome accounts in the faid 
War, when the faid War began, as my Fate hath rendered me fubjeft 
unto Imprifonments, I was then fo, and for the fins and debts of my 
youth Prifoner in the King Bench. His Glorious Majefty of Blefted 
Memory, and her Majefty then quitted London , which I wifii they ne¬ 
ver had, I was then Her Majefties Sworn Servant, and but in extra- 
ordiniry, I petitioned to the Houfe of Lords, that I might be fet at 
liberty, as a priviledge that did belong unto Her Majefties Servants ; 
unto which the Lords confented, and an Order was made for my Li¬ 
berty, which ftill ftands upon record in the Houfe of Lords, and I 
then fet at Liberty. It was no mean thought or concern, that invited 
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Edward Earl of Dorfet, the Lord Chamberlain to Her Majefty, who was a 
Lord in deed, to uphold the priviledges belonging to Her Majefty, he 
was my Advocate, nay Sollicker in my behalf and ft uck to me. riot by 
laying, I will do you all the Service that lyes in my power, but ini the 
performance to a what he laid or promifed : I was by the Order of the 
Houfe of Lords difeharged from Prifon,yet in the year 61 returning into 
England was again taken for the old Debt, and made Prifoner ; but my 
Lord was*dead, that Noble Dorfet , elle afluredly there had been payed as 
much duty unto her Majefties Priviledges as before, (he then being here 
prefent as was in her abfence, as in my concern, but the times are chan¬ 
ged,and we too much a La mode, fome promifes much,and in efltaff per¬ 
form little, this is no romance and lefs is, what will follow; The wars 
beginning then *, truly I was offerd by the Houles of Parliament a confi- 
derable Imployment, my Tenent not leading me that way, I quietly got 
away, and went for York where my King was ; and I in no ill equipage, 
and after killing his hand, applyed my felf unto the Lord Henry mlmot 
late Earl of Rochefter deceafed, who left this Young Lord,I hope to inhe¬ 
rit the Fathers Worth and Gallantry. The Lord ivilmot was then railing 
a Regiment ofHorfe for His Majefty, and afloon as I came to him, he did 
embrace me, bidding me welcome $ not Alamode but in effeft, telling 
me I Ihouid command his own Troop, then a raifing, fo I did, and in it 
a Hundred Valiant brave men, moft Gentlemen of Eftate and Quality, 
who not long after did fo approve themfelves •, who could not choofe 
but fo to do, having fuch a General in the head of them as was his Lord- 
lliip, what hath not he done to leave his Name Renowned. 

VI. I being made Prifoner laft Parliament 1678. all my Papers and 
Writings feizedupon, and I carried Prifoner to the Black Rod by Sir 
Edward Cartred , who was very civil towards me, and carried before 
the Moft Honorable Committee of Lords, and yet the Noble Lord 
that moved againft me in Parliament, appeared no more to have made 
parry againft me, believing not as I prtlume what was told him. 

VII. Now give me leave Noble Readers, to give a relation of the 
firft War betwixt King and Parliament, which truly is uncontradid- 
able, for it (hall carry nothing in it but a real Character of truth. At 
the Battle of Edge-hill, His Highnefs Prince Rupert that ever Renown¬ 
ed Perfon, Commanded the right Wing of our Horfe, who put the 
Enemies into an abfolute rout, and the Earl of Brandford the left, unto 
whoffe lhare it came to charge the Enemies right Wing, His Highnefs 
putting into a derout their left Wing, the Battle begun upon a Sunday* 
Morning, and the Lord Digby commanded our referve of Horfe, who 
gave more Teftimony of his Courage then of conduft, but that never 
to be buried in oblivion the deceafed Earl of Rochefler , this Lord being 
then Com miliary General of the Horfe, and in the head of our left 
Wing of Horfe, and in the head of his one Troop, Commanded by 
Sir Robert pvaljb^nd his Lordlhips Troop confiftingof at leaft a Hundred 
Brave and Noble Gentlemen, as Sir John Dongan , Sir Brien O Neale, 
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Sir Henry Talbot , sir Walter Dongan^ Jon to .sir John, biave It iffj Gentle¬ 
men, whole molt Valiant deportment gave great Teftimony of their, 
Loyalty, as I may fay did the whole Troop and his Regiment, as may 
witneis that firft fervice they were in, lus Royal Majeity of Blelfed 
Memory, and His now Sacred Majefty, and his Royal Highnefs, were 
not only there as witnefs of their Loyal Subjects, but al b hazardly 
and dangeroufly ingaged in the laid Battle, to their great and ever 
Renowned Everlafting Glory. The Lord wilmot having charged the 
right Wing of the Enemy, did beat them and put them fo in difor- 
der, as that they runconfufedly into Kington, which was in the Rear 
of their Army, the relerveof ourHorfe unpremeditatedly follow the 
purfuit of the Enemy, which gave the advantage unto the referve 
of the Enemies Horfe, as alio unto their main body, that they fell 
upon that Renowned Moll: Honorable Earl of Lift&y our General, and 
fo furioufly, as that His Majefties own Regiment was difordered, and 
divers of their ftandards taken at the lame time, w here the Noble Lord 
Gerard Commanding Three Regiments of Foot made a mold manly 
ftand, ourHorfe being for the moft part mingled in the Enemies, and 
his Highnefs Prince Ruperts Horfe purluing, fortune proved fo favor¬ 
able unto Sir Robert waljb , as to keep the Lord wilnots Troop in a 
Body unfcaitered, fo as he encou.ntred fome of the Hone that charged 
the Earl of Linzy in their return, this being in the rear of the Enemies 
Army towards the Towmof Kington . 5ir Robert with his Troop charg¬ 
ed them and recovered the ftandards, which they took from the Kings 
Regiment, and alfo took fome of the Enemies, and Mr Robert being 
then in the rear of the Enemies Army in the Town of Kington ; did 
fieze upon Two Pieces of Cannon and a Waggon, brought them into 
the rear of His Majellies Army. His Glorious Majefty having lain that 
night upon the top oi Edge-Hill, his Army not then drawn from the 
Enemies, sir Robert tow arcs Morning brought the T wo Pieces of Can¬ 
non and Waggon to the bottom of Edge-hill, and brought the ftan- 
dard of His Mnjefties, and fome of the Enemies unto His Highnels 
Prince Rupert ^ w ho immediately did prefentthem, and sir Robot un¬ 
to His Majefty, who was .gracioufly pleafed, there to Knight sir Robert 
for the acceptable fervice he then did render. 

VIII. Sometime after, his then Royal Highnefs the Prince, going to 
command in the Weft of England *, Sir Robert w*as by His Majefty 
Ordered into the Weft , to ferve under his Royal Highnels Bannor, 
which he did , as Lieutenant Collonel of Sir George Haaghans Regi¬ 
ment of Horfe •, who was a brave Worthy Noble Gentleman, and 
then Sheriff of wiltJJjire •, leaving all to Sir Roberts Conduct: But he 
ftill came when any fight was. The Devifes being then furrounded 
by Sir william waller , and all our Army in the Deviles which w ere 
fo Ihortof Ammunition and Match, that they w ere forced to make 
ufe of all the Bed-cords which were in the town for M itch. His 
Royal Highnels Prince Maurice , that Renowned Prince, the Famous 
and Honourable the Lord Marquefs of Harford , and the Honourable 
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Lord Hopton were in the Devifes, and Sir william mller furrounded 
them with his Horie, Foot, and Cannon, having fummoned the 
Trained-Bands of thole parts to come and joyn w ith him, which they 
then did • the Prince and Lords called then in the Devifes a Coun- 
cci of War, and concluded that their belt expedient was todifpatch 
an Odicer, that would hazard to get to Oxford , to give His Maiefty 
advice how it flood with them in the Devifes, w hereupon did depend 
very highly His Majefties intereft : They pitched upon bir Robert 
ivalfh to go, and lent for him, he being with his Regiment upon 
the Out-guards, and asked him if that he would adventure; he made 
anlw er that he would moft willingly and readily • that he regarded 
no hazard, or danger, lo as that he could but compals their Relief; 
upon which he was immediately ordered to go, w hich he did, being 
not ill H or led, and went all alone, carrying not a fervant or man 
with him. He was in his way clofely puriued by the Enemies Scouts, 
and part of their Out-guards * but it pleafed God he got lafe, and the 
next morning got to His Majefty, w ho then was in Oxford. His 
Majefty did then immediately Order *hat Relief fhould prefently be 
lent, and calling upon the Lord mlmt, did order, without delay, that 
he fliould get ready the Horfe, and march unto the Relief of the De¬ 
vifes, which was as loon as poflibly obferved • foasthe Lord mlmot, 
the Lord B'tron, Colonel lhom.ts jvefton now Earl of Newport , and di¬ 
vers of the befl Commanders did march, and hardly drew Bit in their 
march to the Devifes, which was no eafie or fliort march : And 
when arrived at the Devifes, the Horfe w^ere weary, and I may fay 
by the fame • andflragling, that we miffed Five hundered Horfe of 
our Number coming from Oxford . My Lord rnlmot from Malborough 
did difpatch Sir Robert mljh , all alone towards the devices with Or¬ 
der to return aflbon as polTible, to bring him notice how matters went. 
Sir Robert did go and return quickly to my Lord, whole conduct and 
Carriage was fo evidently made apparant to the world, as nothing 
could be more; my Lords; ( as thus) His Highnefs Prince M*urice[ 
and the Lord Hopton did march with the Horfe out of the devices.in¬ 
tending to have joyned to the Lord wilmct^ and in part did, his High- 
ncls Horfe were not many, and when he came to joyn, they adviled 
in Council, what was to be done, wdler and his Army, Horfe,cannon 
and Foot and Train-Bands very numerous, and our Horfe w>ere weari¬ 
ed being not above Fifteen Hundred orTwo Thouland, at the Council 
the Loid vvilmct gavehis opinion as thus • that his Horfe were all weari¬ 
ed, and by conlequence an impolfibility that they could make any re¬ 
treat, from the Enemy without being utterly cut off. The Enemies 
Army being not half a Mile from them, and therefore if the Prince 
and the Lord Hopton pleafed to confent, that he would advance with 
aThoufand Horie, to the top of a Hill w hich lay betw ixt them and 
the Enemy, prefuming that the Enemy would fo undervalue them, 
as that they would march up the Hill to devour them. My Lord ml- 
mot adding, that if they fo w^ould come as they did, perhaps it might 
ruin them , which did, the Prince and Lord Hopton did conclude with 
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the Lord wilmots ienfc, whereupon of the Horfe which \\ ere in the 
devices, my Lord wilmot of. the Weftern Horfe only takes Sir John 
Di*by a moft Noble and .brave Officer, and Sir Robert waljh, with 
their Troops to joyn with him, my Lord fends Lievtenant Collonel 
Raul Smith, who was unto his Lordlhips Regiment with a Hundred 
Horfe as a forlorn hope, and marches himfelf in the right Wing of a 
party of his Horfe, and adjoyns Sir JohnDigby, and Sir Robert waljh 
with their Troops, to be at the head of his fecond Divihon of his left 
Wing, and his Highnefs Prince Maurice marched with the Bedy of 
the Horfe, it fallout fo as my Lord wilmot did Prognofhcate. Sir wil¬ 
liam Waller Orders Sir Arthur Hafelrick, to march up Inch a Hill to de¬ 
vour the Enemy, which he undertook in the Head of a Thoufand 
Horfefirft, which were Armed cap* pc, and afterwards named Lob- 
(lers, Hafelrick fending his forlorn hope/which was encountred by ours, 
he marched in the head of two divifions, and the reft of his Horle 
marching in Regiments up the Hill after one another, which were 
between Four and Five Thoufand Horfe. The Lord wilmot firft re¬ 
ceived their charge, then charges them, beats Hafelrick, and Hajelncix 
difordersthe reft of his Horfe, the Prince and Lord Hopton advance, 
fo as the Enemies Horfe was clean forced to run away. Then the 
Prince and Lord wilmot confults to charge their Foot and Cannon, 
which they putin Execution and did Rout them, took all their Can¬ 
non, Foot and Colors, ere that our Foot in the devices could get out 
to joyn with us, this was fo clear and fair a Victory, as that it gained 
his Majefty the whole Weft of England, which then was of the laft 
confequence •, The Lord wilmot then calls Sir Robert waljh, and lays 
that as he went to His Majeftv to bring this relief, hefhould imme- 
diatly poll to His Majefty and give him the account, which Sir Ro¬ 
bert did, His Majefty being not at Oxford, but gone to meet HerMa- 
iefty then come out of Holland , which he met at Edge-Hill where 
Sir Robert addreft, and His Majefty and Her Majefty in the Coach, Sir 
Robert gave //is Majefty the account, which was moft mightily accep¬ 
table,and his Highnefs Prince Rupert and my Lord of St. Albans then by 
when Sir Robert gave the account, fome time after the Lord Hopton 
retiring, his Brigade of Horfe was given Sir Robert waljh, who was al- 
fo made Commilfary General in the Weft of Horfe and Foot, a charge 
of great truft and Honor, as alfo of the Counties of Southampton, 
Sujjex , Surry and Kent , which then were affociated Counties, this 
Commiffions are now extant, which were fo ample and fpatioufly 
large, as that the General the Lord Goring was not over pleafed, yet 
fignedthe Commiffions. His Majefty of Blefled Memory, gives Sir Ro¬ 
bert waljJj Commiffion,* to go for Ireland in the Year 1644. to raile 
Horfe and Foot, and in His Majeftiesone hand, writes to my Lord of 
Ormond then Lord Lievtenant of Ireland, to give Sir Robert all affi- 
ftance and countenance, which that moft ever Loyal untainted and un¬ 
changeable Subjed, did moft willingly countenance Sir Robert in, giv¬ 
ing all furtherance, fo as Sir Robert did bring upon his own coft and 
charge, without having a Peny from His Majefty bring then out of 
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Iceland a Hundred Horfe, which he recruted his Regiment witlvand 
His Glorious Majefty being then in Cornew.iL to oppole Ejfex, who then 
was General. Litedel Caftle was lurrounded by Ejfex his forces, Effex 
Lying of Liftcdell lide, and His Majefties Army of the other fide of a 
fmali River. Sir James smith that Worthy Noble brave Gentleman, 
being fent with his Regiment of Horfe For the Guard of the laid Caftle, 
did; there mod Worthy fervice arid received cruel Wounds : Sir Ro - 
iurt Waljh and his Brigade of Horfe were then commanded unto Sir 
James his relief, whole fate was fo profperous, in the beating of Ejfex 
ids Foot from the Hedges about the laid Caftle, and in view of His 
Majefty and Army, that His Majefty after Sir Roberts coming off, fent 
(or him, and took him by the hand, his Royal Highnels then next 
His Majefty, faying, he hoped to live to gratifie Sir Robert, not only 
for the fervice he then law him render, but as well for his Loyalty 
and former fervices. . 

I;X. Some time after the Lord wilmotl Imprifonment and confine- 
invent into Exeter , by the falfe reports of lorne, Sir Robert having 
fyeena Creature of the Lord wilm ts and his Officer, who moftper- 
f^iftly well knew his Loyalty, faithfulnefs and Gallantry, and particu¬ 
larly in HisMajefties fervice, feeing the Lord wilmots unjuft di'grace, 
being fiezed upon in the head of the Army by Mr. Thomas Elliot; up- 
^ which Sir Robert was furrendring and giving up his Imployment 
and charge •, His Majefty taking notice of which,the Army then march¬ 
ing, His Majefty ftopt, and fo did the Army, and called upon Sir Ro¬ 
bert, faying, he heard that he was upon quitting his fervice, Sir Robert 
humbly replied, that he hoped that .His Majefty would permit him 
fc to do, feeing that the Lord wAmot, whofe Loyalty and fervice he 
ryep was a witnefs of, was fo ufed, and truly Sir Robert did plainly 
fo, declare his unwdllingnefs to ferve any longer; His Majefty was 
pleafed to give Sir Robert great encouragement to continue, and in an 
extraordinary manner, and told him that he Ihould not quit, and that 
he commanded him not to quit, unto which there refted no anfwer, 

( but obedience) the world ignores not with what ungrounded Falfe- 
bood, the Lord wilmot was then made Prifoner, and how he came off 
yvith honor. Then His Majefty came into wiltfljiere , and came to 
A,Jdner w here Sir William wallers Army lay near. Waller fent a con- 
fiderable party of Horfe to obferve His Majefties Army, whereupon 
Lord George Goring, that Worthy Commander then General of 
bjs Royal Htghnefs*s Army, immediatly did order to draw out a con- 
(^fal)ie party of Horfe, and did Order Sir Robert WalfJj to command 
^faid Party, with order topurfue Sir william waller , which readi¬ 
ly was putin Execution, where many Voluritiers readily went along, 
^^particularly then Mr. Henry Bennet now Earl of Arlington, with 
fo rnuch of goodwill and refolution as none could demonftrate more. 
Sir Robert then deliring him not to go, he being a perfon who was 
l^ppin the Pen charge and Imployment, and fo readily kind and care¬ 
ful to ferve and obliege us Officers, fo as that if any thing fhould hap- 

F pen 








pen him, it would infinitely redown to our lofs and fuferahce, but 
he would not be deturned, of bearing a fliare in that occafion, which 
was fo vifibly near of being put in Execution*, in rhe puriuance of 
which, he then from the Enemy did receive that Noble icar of honor 
which to this day he beareth the mark of in his Face, which afibon 
as sir Robert faw, he immediately did Order Coilonel Garret Moor 
nowhere in Town toconduft him off 5 and to have him to theChy- 
rurgion to be drefied, which accordingly was dene. 

X. Sometime after the Army was given up in Cornwall , and Moft‘ 
Officers to fhift for themlelves, of which number sir Robert being one 
he betook himfelf for Ireland, and there treated w ith the Frencbkinzs 
Envoy, by name Monjieur de la Monnerie , for sir Robert to carry a 
Regiment of Foot into the French Kings fervice, who capitulated with' 
Sir Robert in the Name of His Chriftian Majcfty; that sir Robert upon 
his Landing in France ffiould receive Thirty Crowns, for each mar 
and ihould have a penfion of Two Thoufand Crowns yearly, befides 
other great and large promifes in w'ords, which never w^ere perform¬ 
ed. sir Robert upon his one cofts and charge, hired Two areat Hol¬ 
land Ships, into w hich he shipped Nine Hundred and Fifty men,from 

the County of Galway, and the City of Galway , and failing for France 
was met by fome Parliament ships, who took one of sir Roberts ships 
loden with men, which they fent into the Elands, but fortune V 
voring the ship that sir Robert was in, did efcape, and he got into 
Hf^rde Grace with six Hundred men, he lbrved the French Kino as 
Coilonel of the laid men, which Agent la Monnerie did not oerform 
his capitulation in a Tittle * fo.as Sir Robert grew unfatisfied in His 
Majeffies service, and Ioofing his Sons who were Captains in sir Ro 
berts faid Regiment: then the Prince of Conde taking Arms asainft his 
King, sir Robert took his difmifs and pafie from the Kincr, <r a u c 
himlelf into the fervice of the Prince uf conde . After fome time sir l'o 
berthas taken Prifoner and put into the Baftitl, where he w : as forced 
to iye for Three Years, notwithftanding that, the Prince of Conde did 
ufeall indeavors to have Sir Robert exchanged^ and did offer o nt Mon- 
fieur Boufy for to Exchange sir Robert ; who was Licvtenant General 
in his Chrifhan Majefties Army, w hich was denied, it being given 
out, that Sir Robert did intend to kill Cardinal Mazarine \ h e 
ordinary common pretext, that when envy or malice contrives aLainfi* 
man, then ufually its babbled and given our, that he was to ki?l the 
Prince or Mimfter of state. 

XI If gratitude were in practice, fure Cardinal Marine would not 
haveforgot his parts as hereunto-,for when theCardinahr’e he made is 
efcape from Parts, was in very great apprehenlion and fear of his life 
by the Duke of Orleans, the Prince ofCWr Monger dc ISea H fird&

XIL Fortune w as to me fo favorable, that at the Battle of St. Antoiney 
I gained lb much the heart of the Citizens of Paris; as that ever af¬ 
ter, they hardly w ould ftir out of the Gates of Paris, w ithout hav¬ 
ing me in the head of them, as I w as at St. Dennis, when Monfeuf 
de semegrine Commanding the Queens Guards; charged the Par/Jiens 
and w ^s lepulfed, thefe troubles of Paris being appealed by the Prince 
of Condcs quitting Paris , wherein he quit his chic fed hold: 1 betook 
my felt for Flanders , and made rhy addrefsunto his Grace the Duke 
of Ormond ? whomoft kindly not degenerating from his ever wonted 
greatnefs and goodnefs, did afford me his Countenance * fo as I by 
His Majefties Order and Confent, did venture for England , in hopes 
to prove ufeful for His Majefties Rights and Interefts. Upon which 
his Grace the Duke of Ormond w rit unto me all in his own hand 3 
that I fhould come for England ^ and to advance my Intereft and eri- 
deavours as in all I could for His Majefties fervice; alluring me 4 
that if I could attain to be permitted by the Ufurper to be in Lon¬ 
don • if fol fhould fometimes tranfgrefs in my expreffions* tow ards 
His Majcfty, that it fhould not in the future prejudice my Loyalty; 
Upon this I came for London, and did ufe all my endeavours to Come 
in rknrloes favour, then Secretary to the Ufurper •, 1 did fo obtain 
from Thurloe , that he gave me his word, 1 fhould have the liberty 
of the Town. 1 giving him my word that I would not a<ft any 
thing againft the State, during my being under their Government; 
So for a Months time I had accefs unto Fhurloe •, but fooii after* 
though I had Tburloe' s word /or my liberty, that word w as not pcf- 
fofmed, but 1 was furprized, I lodging at one Elkings Houle, whfl 
w’as a Packer and an Ana'aptifi, then dwelling in Mark-lane , ahd ! 
prefume lives their ftill. I was by Four Files of Musketeers fuF- 
prized in my Bed, Captain william Bower then lying w ith me, and 
hurried >t\vay into the Tow’er, where I lay Four Months clofe Prifo-

her, none being admitted to me but my Keeper; Toon after was that 
moft Noble and ever Renowned Earl of Orery , the Earl of Tennct ,

er being granted me, upon the intercedion of Baxters Wife to her 
Husband. The Lord Brobil now Earl of Orery , who is aPerfon of 
that Honor, as will own what I here fay, through the Intercedion of 
his Honorable Sifter, then in London the Countefs of Barimore , his Lord- 
Ihip did inrerpofe for my liberty : Whereupon his Lordlhip came to the 
Tower> and gave me a vifit, his words as near as I can remember 
were thefe: Sir Robert had you ferved the State, and his Highnefs the 
Prote&or as you did the King, what poft or pofture do you imagine 
you might now be in, I feemingly did aver what his Lordlhip faid, why 
then faid. my Lord can you now 7 refolve to ferve his Highnefs, if you 
can 1 will tell you how, and you fhall have your Liberty and Money 
to boot, unto which I did feem to liften, then faid my Lord, you fee 
what a deal of Noble-men and Gentlemen lye here Prifoners, and I 
will tell you upon what account. It isupori an intelligence we have 
received, that his Highnefs Perfon is to be attempted, and we fain 
would fink into a difcovery therein, and here be Tw o Perfons of Qua¬ 
lity now Prifoners, who make offer of thkir attempt, as unto what I 
intend to propofe unto you, each of them now offering, that they 
will find out to make the difcovery, but as I am inclined to get you 
your liberty, I have propounded to his Highnefs that you may be the 
Perfon imployed, and he hath confented thereunto : If fo you can 
make it appear that you may be received at Bridges , and that upon 
your w'ord and honor unto me, that you wall really imployyour en¬ 
deavors to make the difcovery, how his Highnefs Perfon w 7 as defign- 
ed to be attempted, and you (hall have your liberty, and fome Money 
for your Voyage. I replied that I firfb wmuld addrefs unto the Duke 
of Ormond , to lee if I could make my peace, and be admitted to Court, 1 
which my Lord Brohill gave me fome time to do. And then I writ 
to the fame tenure unto his Grace of Ormond , and an other Letter in 
private, unto his Grace of what paft and was to pals, and upon w hat 
termes I was to obtain my liberty, I fhow ing the return to the Lord 
Brohifhe procured me rfry liberty,&Fifty or Sixty pound,upon my wmrd 
I know not w'hich *, upon the Faith of aChriftian this was all, that 
paft betwixt my Lord of Orery. and me, or from any other of theU- 
furpers C reatures; 1 never having fpoke to the Ufurper, only once 
he Landing at White-Hall-ftaires, out of a Pair of Oares coming from 
Lambert , and I entring into a Pair of Oars, he asked who I was and 
called me to him, asked me whether the Iflarid near Waterford was 
not mine, I faid of right it was, but that his Highnefs did take it 
from me and gave it Collonel Vernon^ who had been his quarter Ma- 
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iter General, fo parted, and I never faw him fince. As unto my Lord of 
Orery , I would take the Sacrament that he never fpokeone word or 
iy liable unto me of my King in the whole courfe of our tranfa&ion, 
but as heretofore I have mentioned, foon after I Landed in Flanders 
and went to Gant, there was cafually his Grace of Ormond , unto whom 
I prefently made my addrefs, but he being bufie with the Lord Cul¬ 
pepper, that time was not convenient* the next day I waited on his 
Grace, to give him the account of my Tranfaftions in England, re- 
pre r enting all I could gather, only that 1 would make it out, how fome 
near His Majeffy did betray his Secrets, unto the Ufurper and his Crea¬ 
tures, I offering upon pain of the lofs of my Head to give evident 
proofs of the Laid intelligence. My Lord faid, he would give his Ma- 
jefty who was then in Bruges an account of what I faid^ fome Two 
days after the Earl of clancarthy , came to Gant from his Grace of Or¬ 
mond, and brought me this meffage, that it was His Majefties Pieafure, 
that I fhould appear before His Majeffy and Council to anfwer what 
was to be laid to my charge, unto which I replied, that I was ready 
to appear, and the next day I being going into the EOat from Gant to 
Bruges , in obedience as I conceived to His Majefties Pieafure, I re¬ 
ceived an other meffage from his Grace, that 1 ihould immediatly leave 
the low Countries, by His Majeffies pofitive Order fo exprefTed ♦ or 
that I fhould run the hazard of what fhould follow. I anfwered I 
would in all things obey my Kings Command, though I well know 
that this Order was procured, bythofe who knew them (elves guilty, 
how I would have accufed them of their keeping intelligence with 
the Ufurper. Next day from Gant I took my journey towards Ger¬ 
many, to get unto his Highnefs Prince Rupert, and took the City of 
Brttxels in my way, which w'as not much out of it, the Lord Digby 
and Sir Edward Hyde w r ere then hand and glove, the world hath feen 
what they have been afterwards. Truly I was at a defiance w ith ei¬ 
ther, fo as the true liberty of the Subjed: had been allowed me, for 
I neither would creep, or cringe to either; the Lord Digby was then 
immediatly by Sir Edward Hyde difpatched, and imployed after me to 
Bruxels , it being well know n that I had entrance fo w ith the Prince 
of Conde, w'ho w ? as then in Bruxels , fo as to bring me to his Catho- 
lick Majefties State Minifters, and Governors there * where I would 
have declared of the Treacheries, done to my King * but the Lord 
Digby and Sir Edward Hydes joyning their heads, fo contrived, that the 
Governors Don "John d Aujlrea and Marquis de Car arenas, were inform¬ 
ed and poffefted, that I was then imployed by the Ufurper, and Earl 
of Orery to Kill my King, fo the next Morning after my arrival in 
Bruxels, my Son and Servant and I ready to take Horfe, the grand 
Provo Cafteneda , comes with Forty at his heels, (hewing me no Order, 
conveyesmy Son and I to the Prifon called llrinte, and Orders that 
none fhould come to fpeak unto us, w'hich fo continued for fix Months, 
we ftarvifig with hunger and cold, after wdiich I found means to ad¬ 
drefs unty my Sacred King, who was fo indulgently juft, that he did 
authorize the Judge Millitary of Flanders to examine the proceedings, 1

ss alfo to determine who fo .did as heretofore is declared, which compri- 
eshis Catholick Majefties Orders, to pay the charges of myimpri- 
fonment who had nothing to do with it, and to put me at liberty 
that was made Prifoner fine culpa: To give an allay unto my unjult 
fufferances, this Order did not a little lblace me. 

XIII. One thing Noble Reader,! being admitted Pen and Ink,be plea-' 
fed to oblerve, I did ever renounce my Kings Grace or Favour, 
flioukl I be made guilty of Difloyalty . I would neither beg, defire 
or take my Kings Pardon, I never having finned againft him, hisln- 
terefts, or Service, nor would I my Gods pardon, had I no more 
finned againft him, than I have againft my King. 1 then in my 
time of Imprifonment, didreprefent unto my King that a time would 
come that tile Lord Digby, and Sit Edward Hyde would be Cafhier’d, 
and Bamlhed from Ins Court; and that I who was then Tyrannically 
made Prifoner by their falfe Informations and Suggeftions, fliould be 
at liberty to (land at His Majefties Elboe, to fee them both in difgrace, 
and fo I have, and feen them; and feeing I could not then there 
poffefs the true liberty due to a Subjed, I would I may here, which 
hitherto I have not. I may implore, nay prefs for 'it, Ccnfcientia 
nn,l ‘l e fi es > 1 fear no man upon Earth, my Duty to my King not com- 
prifed, nor no Laws either: My King I am lure cannot in himfelf 
err. So good I am fureheis, I cannot nor will I fay that Minifters 
of State, who govern the confidences of Kings, and who are to an- 
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, , X , IV - y?, U muft l£ , now Koble Rcader ’ th at the City of BrixeU have it 
by their Charter, that no ftranger made Prifoner there, is to be de¬ 
tained above Twenty four hours without he be Examined, his Charge 
given m againft him, and the Caufeof hisImprifonment Examined* 
and that belides, if any make a Prifoner upon Informations, that they 
fliould fccure to make a party againft the Prifoner; who by their 
Law insWr are to allow the Prifoner a daily fubfiftence, according 
to the Quality of the Prifoner, elfethe Prifoner not to be detained. 
Upon which it ordered that I, and my Son, and fervant, by His 
Molt Excellent Majefties then Councel, that Twenty pence a day 
fliould be given us The World may judge whether that was a pro¬ 
portion fit, and I having lain Thirty three months Prifoner Sir 
stcven Fox being ordered to pay that confiderable allowance , yet for 
the time of 1 hirty three months I never received but Ten pound 
or about the Value. I do not fay this to upbraid Sir Steven , for I 
believe him an honeft Gentleman , but that mony was then not over 
plenty in his Treafury. I being forced to addrefs unto the King of 
spam, liefet me at liberty, and payed my Cofts as here aforefaid, elfe' 
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XV. I appeal unto my Moft Gracious King for Juftice, w ho never did 
deny it unto any of his Subjeds, and I thall ever, as now I do fubmic 
unto his will and pleafure. I having ever ferved under his Royal 
Banner, and never had a hapd in the War of Ireland", I had many 
of my Kings Letters and Orders, to have my Eftate not to be made 
liable unto new Quit Rents, and years Value, which never had or 
took the leaft effeds : I have payed ever fince His Majefties happy 
Reftauration for yearly Quit Rents, at Two pence Farthing an Acre 
out of my Eftate, an Hundred and Three pound odd mony yearly, as 
is certified under the Auditor Generals hand out of Ireland 5 which 
amounts not far in the time from being 1900 1. and the years full 
Value for one year of my Eftate, befides Morgages upon my Eftate 
of above aThoufand pound-, which I engaged for to bring Horie 
and Foot for His Majefties Service out of Ireland. I muft attribute 
it to my fate, or the want of meeting withjuftice, whereas I am put 
in Balkmce with fuch as were in Adual Arms, and Service againft 
their Majefty. Nay, a great many of fuch have h id their Eftates 
ftruck out of charge, and their Quit rents taken oft, yet mine ftill 
ftand charged. His Majefties Orders and Letters, as to my particu¬ 
lar meeting w ith no obedience: If loo'ers may fpeak, fure none can 
blame me for this my Declaration, having never had the leaft com- 
penfation, gift or grant, nor other ufage than what herein is Ipeci- 
fied 5 only One hundered pound from the Privy Purfe. To this my 
Vindication of Declaration I fet my hand, and am ready to jufti/ie 
it; by either Common, Civil, or Military Law, or place of Juftice 
againft any man, that dare to my face contradict what I here have 
laid 5 let him be Subject, French, Dutch, or any Forreigner. If 4 ny 
be here, he may find the lie given him, and he will fwallow it, of 
give his appearance to charge me. 

XVI. Sir Robert ivaljh hath been detained Three years Prifoner to the 
French King in the Baftil , and never any thing laid to his Charge v 
but for being of the Prince of Conde s party. Then he came for 
England, and w^as made Prifoner in the Tow er by the Ufurper, ne¬ 
ver any thing laid to his Charge. Then was made Prifoner in Bru - 
xels by his Kings Minifters, and never any thing laid to his Charge 
before Juftice. Thefe Imprifonmenrs w ere all, you I hope will lay 
hard- here lately made Prifoner to the Black Rod, and nothing laid 
to his" Charge in 7 9. Is this the liberty of the SubjeCH 

XVII. One thing more I may with Juftice add, I being in Paris about 
the year 72. or 73. or thereabouts I had by the means of Monfieur di 
Mumbles my ancient Acquaintance, who was Brother in Law unto w/- 
niere de Grote , alias Grotim then Embaftador for the States of Holland , 
an entrance unto this Embaftador, fo as that I did dilcover that the 
French King, and the States of Holland , w'ere then upon the point, 
and but very little difference between them of coming unto an agree¬ 
ment 
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rcent or Joyniug, His Grace the Duke of Buckingham, then having 
His Majefty’s Ear, I immediatly writ to him, that it would be of ve¬ 
ry great confequence to prevent the laid jumftion, by an agreement 
with the States; which as I take did very foon ififue, France and/ft/- 
land, having until of late continued in a War, my Letter unto his 
Grace I addreft to Sir John Hanmer, whodtd tell me (incemy com¬ 
ing into England, that luch a Letter he did receive from me, and that 
lie believe it did (fill lye by him, I writ at the fame time to Mr. lya¬ 
gers to the fame purpofe, who I am fure did lhow or produce it un¬ 
to His Majefty, unto whom I fent MinLere Grotim his Letter to me 
in Mr. Montegue his Packet, as may be judged by the effects of the ac¬ 
commodation then vve made with the States * and Mr. Edward Progers 
his Letter was to have me come in Perfon into England. 

XIX.The Year of His Majeffies happy reftauration,the Marquis dc gu- 
dance was commiflioned by the French King to come unto His Moft Ex¬ 
cellent Majefty to London, upon fome pretext from the French King, 
Dunkerk then in the Lord Lockerts time of Government there,and newly 
rendered unto His Moft Excellent Majeft y : the Marquis dc Gud.ncc> 
made it his work to gain fome Officers of the Garifon of Dtinkerkgeo fjr- 
prife the Garifon for the French King, and had contraded a Treaty with 
them for that purpofe. Sir Robert walflj then living at Berge St. renox a 
League from Dunkerk , this Marquis came to Berge often, he and Sir Ro¬ 
bert came acquainted', fo as the Marquis did communicate his deftgu up¬ 
on Dunkerk to Sir Robert, founding him that knew the humor of the Eh- 
gliflj-> how he might fo confide in the Engli(]j,and to prevent and be pre¬ 
cautioned that he may not be trapanned, he offering Sir Robert an affu- 
rance ofFive Thoufand Piftols, If he would contribute by his advice and 
condud. Which Sir Robert did content to yield untOjrefervnng to him- 
felt to do his duty to his King* immediatly hereupon, he humbly ad- 
drefteda Letter to His Majefty, whereupon His SaCred Majefty hnme- 
diatly writ to Sir Robert in his own hand, immediatly to repair un¬ 
to him with all fpeed and privacy. Unto which Sir Robert c\mx. his 
Houle, dwelling and intereft in Berge St. yenox, and immediatly came 
to His Majefty. The now Earl of Arlington being then Secretary of 
State, His Majefty did Order Sir Robert 'to make his addrefs unto hint, 
and to communicate all particulars unto him, which Sir Robert fo do¬ 
ing,' my Lord gave thereunto a hearing anfwerable, and did receive 
Sir Robert with expreffions very kind, of the fenfe he had of Sir Ro¬ 
berts fervice in that particular, and that he would in Order there¬ 
unto give His Majefty an account; unfortunately foon after Sir Robert 
was arrefted for a Hundred Pound, and committed Piifonerto the 
Fleet, under ChancelLor Hide his Verge, who made fuch ufe of his 
power ; carrying an animofity againft: Sir Robert, that notvvithftand- 
ing Sir Robert had put in good fecurity, he could not obtain a day 
writ. Sir Jeremy witchcot being fo much the Chancellors Creature, un¬ 
til the Lord Arlington who was not fo, writ to the Warden of the 
Fleet Sir Jeremy tvitchsot , that it was His Majefties pleafurc, Sir Robert 
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jfhould have a day writ, which Letter Sir Robert this day hath, and 
upon which his day writ was had 5 and His Majeltya little time af¬ 
ter did order Sir Robert a Hundred Pound, which was brought him 
to the licet , and the Lord Arlington & id alfo make Sir Robert a prefent 
of Twenty Ginneys: unto my Lord Arlington^ the Lord Chancellor (a 
thing not unknown ) was then no great friend • yet the Lord Arling - 
tons Loyalty, Fidelity, and duty to his King, hath lo preierved him 
as to be now what he hath delerved, and is, and lb may all tafte as 
they deferve, if not in this world, in the next they mull and will, 
but as unto Dnnkerk fuch order was then given, as that the French 
Kings defign took not, until it was fold him, which I w ifh had never 
been : Six Robert could lay more but hates to trample upon the dead. 
This was after sir Roberts being kept Prifoner in Britxels y by the in- 
ftigation of Chancellor Hyde y and the inftrument he made ufe of to 
have Sit Robert then made Prifoner, was one that ingratiated himfelf 
with Don John D’ Auftrea , who was then Governor of Flanders , which 
was thus, he w'as an EnglijJj man and a degree above a Knight, he 
being feme years fervaht unto an Englifh Dame, who had had Three or 
Four Children, he had her received by Don John for a Maid, and fo 
pad her for unto him, and fome Five or sixHundred Piftols was gained 
that way, this was not ill inis-trip, as fome that read this well may re¬ 
member the pallage herein, fuch qualified perfons, not conftant in Re¬ 
ligion, Proteftant or Papift, were the inftruments of sir Robert ivaljh 
his Murderous Impfilonment, for Three and Thirty Months in Brit- 
xels y but they never would come as witneifes in this age do, w here¬ 
by to maintain their accufations either by right or wrong, thofewho 
Treacheroufly under hand to gain them a little favor, were ac- 
Cufors of sir Robert ivaljh , he could name six of them fince gone un¬ 
to a worfe World then this, and few or none now living.

XX. Now Noble Reader,this Everard dalhing at me,that I ftionld be 
a fubduer of Difcoveries, Animofities, Plots, or Defigns, intended 
towards the fubverfion of His Majefties Laws and Government, to 
prove how far from truth that is, I appeal to w hat my King know- 
eth, as coming from mein 1675. 7 6 . 77. 78. And what I did com¬ 
municate unto the now Honorable Lord Chancellor, the Lord Arling¬ 
ton and other Minifters in or about the laid years, w 7 hofe names I now 
mention not, as unwilling to add calamity unto calamity. I doubt 
fome whom I would have named in 1675. were I thereunto fum- 
mon’d, are no fmall Incendiaries or Promotors in Difturbances. Un¬ 
to w r hich had I been heard in time, prevention might have been gi¬ 
ven, the World cannot but Judge, and fo (hall, that my interefl is 
foly in my Sovereigns, and that of his good Subjects, I having Raid 
here thefe Four years, in expectance that my Reprelentments Ihould 
be verified and fo allowed as now they are; and to my great coll I 
have my Labor for my pains, fed Tempus edax rertm . 
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XXI.Now Noble Reader,pardon if! give you the trouble of reading, 
how the Sieur Grimings was put to death, who was the Receiver Ge¬ 
neral of Flanders, a Perfon then moft High and Eminent, would make 
Princes attend their having Audience, whiles he Rayed to lee his 
Daughters dance the Tricote ; his Pallace in Bruxels , not much infe¬ 
rior to Dunkerk or Clarendon houfe: the reafon why I trouble you 
your Reading his end, is that I was nominated in bringing him to it, 
he then being a Prifoner, in the fame which I was in at Bruxels , in 
the year 1658. that I was the Perfon, who next his demeanor of not 
being Capable to account, for the vaft fumms he had received, of 
his Catholick Ma jefties Subjects, that I was the perlon w ? ho hindered 
his efcape, a thing I then did own and now do, which none living 
can or will blame me for, when they here the truth, as now here 
they may of thepaflages thereof, yet did Sir Edward Hide and his then 
Creatures, falfely afperle me, in giving out that I betrayed this Gri?n- 
ings , the paflages were as thus, which is the Real truth of it : this 
Grimings being a clofe Prifoner in a ground Chamber, feeing me walk 
in the Yard, had the opportunity of asking me why I was there a 
Prifoner. I replied I did not know, and withal, that I renounced the 
Grace or Favor of all Kings or Law, for anything that could belaid 
to my charge, upon which he laid that the Kings grace w 7 asnot to 
be denied, and I replied not for them who had ule thereof 5 of which 
number I did conclude hew'as one, and fo we parted •, his Lady was 
then confined to his Pallace in Bruxels , and a Hundred Soldiers there 
every Night in Guard, ihe hearing that I was a perfon of Honor and a 
Prifoner, which lay in the Chamber above her Husband, Ihe difgui- 
fes herfelf and comes to my Chamber, throws herfelf at my feet,which 
very much did furprize me, I made her rife, which Ihe was unwilling 
unto, Ihe declaring that I was the only perlon that could relieve and 
ferve her, I faid that fure Ihe was miftaken, and that (he took me for 
fome other more confiderable Perfon, that might be a Prifoner, Ihe 
cryedno, that it was I, and none other elfe that could ferve her, and 
declares unto me how, which was as thus, my Husband Iyeth here 
under your Chamber, and I can no way contrive a Communication 
with him, but by your means, help and afliftance. If that you may 
pleafe fo far to be charitably oblieging towards me, as to contrive his 
having a Billet from me, for ail his Wealth lyeth placed in convents 
and particular places,'that without my having an account from him, 
how and where, I and my Children are ruined for ever. Unto which 
I replied, that I lay Prifoner I knew not for what, and for to render 
my felf to be guilty of Intermedling in a concern of that Nature,could 
ihew no Judgment or wifdom in me, but Ihe fo did importune me 
that Ihe prevailed, and I did contrive to convey her Billets to her 
Husband, and his to her, by which means Ihe found where and how 
alibis Wealth lay, upon which Hie got his Wealth, which were Mil¬ 
lions of Livers, and fo conveyed herlelf into Holland , out of the King 
of Spains Dominions, w ithout making me theleaft return, but by di¬ 
vers of her Letters which are yet extant, Grimings being put upon the 
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Rack, confefted contrary to his Vows and promifes, that it was hy 
my.means that he correlponded with his Wife, upon which his Ca^- 
tholick Majefty fent CommilTioners to examine me, who indeed were 
very civil $ I did not deny my guilt, faying w hy did his Catholick 
Majefty detain mel J ri!oner, and upon what grounds: The Commif- 
fioners faid I had given great Treafuresout of His Majefties Cophers, 
foon after Grimings his Wife run away, I writ to Griming r, that \ 
had ferved him in the truft his Wife impofed in me, and de fired him 
that he w’ouldgive his Billet to his fon, forme to receive a Hundred 
Piftols, T being in diftrels, which he would not do, then I w rit to him, 
that he (hould never expeftany favor at my hand, but to the contra¬ 
ry as he found by the lofs of his Head. For he being juft ready to 
have made his efcape, I did difcover it to Bon John d' Auftrea, and to 
the Marquis de Carajfenas^ being in no truft for Grimings ,for he intended 
to have got into the French quartet s, and being a perlbn that was in fo 
confiderable an Imployment and pofture as he was,he would have difter- 
ved his Catholick Majefty to a greater value,then the vaft fumms of his 
Majefties that he could not account for,which I prevented and made His 
Catholick Majefty amends for w hat I formerly did for Grimings, w ho 
as unto his being ungrateful, did meet the due return, by my means 
in which he did not intruft me. I long ft nee made a Declaration of 
this matter,the Year of His Majefties happy reftauration, u’ho was gra- 
cioufty pleafed to vmte unto me to come into England, all in his owrt 
hand, which I did obey : I then declared that the Chancellor of Po¬ 
land, for his ill managing the Kings Conicience, being chief Mini* 
fter, w ? as degraded. Soe was Monjienr Fouquct in France , that was 
Treafurer: Then how r Grimings in Flanders loft his head, and I did fore* 
fee that the next bordering Minifter (hould take example in being pre* 
cautioned, I addrefting the fame to the Lord Clarendon , who had me 
Prifoner under hisLafh in the Fleet , I then (hew^ed my Declaration 
unto that Honorable Perfon the Lord of Anghfey , Lord Privy Seal not 
to conceal the fight thereof from my Lord clarendon, which my Lord 
of Anglifey did not, fo as in a little time after my Lord Clarendon , pro* 
ved not fo vehement in the Execution of his Pov. er. Fxlix quart faciunt 
alien a j/ericuU cantum . 

XXII. This is to declare the Ingratitude of the faid Grimings, and 
what his not Provoyance did bring him unto* 5 he having been put 
on the Torture did confefs, that it was by my means, that Ins Wife 
did beget a Correfpondence with him, to attain unto his w ealth as 
file hath 5 I being Examined therein by His Catholick Majefties Com- 
milTaries, who (hew ed me, how Grimings didowm itw ; as I w ho gave 
the Expedient $ and they carrying themfelves very civilly towards 
me, I did own, that I w'as, if it was a Guilt. The helper of giving 
the Accefs of her Billets to her Husband, and his unto her ; laying^ 
why did His Catholick Majefty keep me a Prifoner without producing 
my Charge - what had he to fay againft me, I renounced either Grace 
or Favour from him, I demanded Juftiee* withal declaring that the 
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Tyranny of my fo being kept Prifoner, might have given me fcope, 
to have fervedall Prifoners, as fuppofing that they might be as guilt-' 
kfsas I was. This Grimings after his being put to the Torture, de- 
figns to endeavour making his efcape, and begets an underltanding 
with one that was then there Prifoner, to help him unto Files, to file 
the Iron Barrs of his Grate, which he did , I having difllrved His 
Catholick Majefty and willing to repair the fame, I lodging above 
Grimings , in the Night I tould hear him file the Iron Barrs, and 
taking notice thereof, I did walking in the Yard difcover the Bar of 
Iron he worked upon, and was very ncareffe^ing hisdefign, I lying 
under His CatholicfoMajefties difpleafure, 1 did calculate,tliat if I made 
aDifcovery of his intent to have efcaped, it might have allayed the 
former dilobligement I had layed on His Catholick Majeftv, and I 
being not fatisfied with the ingratitude of Grimings and his Wife . fo 
as I writ unto Don John £ Aujtrea, how Grimings was to have made 
his efcape. Whereupon he fent to find the Utiles, and to fearch every 
corner of his Chamber, but found no vifibility of what I had repre- 
fented, his having fent Commillaries and a Glafier to found the Bars, 
but they could dilcover no appearance • fo Don John fent to me, that I 
reprefented w ? hat was not true. I returned to bon John , that thofe he 
fent were Fools-, and gave themdiredion how to difcover the truth 
of what I reprefented, and fo they did. You muff know, that when 
they came w ith a Key to found the Iron Bars, the Bars did found all 
found, which in a cut Bar is not ordinary. But Grimings , as foon as 
he filed, did fill the Oraphis with v/ax and Tobacco-powder, and un¬ 
til I gave the Key of this difcovery, they could not find it out; but 
having found it he was foon Executed, and all the favour he could 
obtain, who was once the Great Grimings, was to have his head chopt 
off in the faid Prifon, and was not carried to the Common Place of 
Execution, 

. XXIII. Imuft a little here difplay in part, w hat return or reward 
I met with, for my coming out of France , with my Reprefentments 
of the diflurbances, which w r ere intended towards the deturnment 
of His Sacred Majeflies Laws and Government. I having been for ma¬ 
ny Years out of England , upon my arrival here in London , I was in¬ 
troduced to the Widow of a Hamhoroiv Merchant, by Name E. /. 
now O. B. foe was reprefented for a very Rich Widow; w^e falling 
into acquaintance, foe very much did importune me to lodge at her 
Houfe, which I did for a w T eek, not w ithout reprefenting unto her,' 
that it would bring her name under a fenlure, feeing that there was 
no concern as unto any thing of Marriage in the point, for inftead of 
every Thouland Pounds, faid foe had, that proved but Four or Five 
great Sons, and a Daughter, wfoich I finding, asalfo difcovering her 
Galloping and Frolicking qualities, I withdrew in my vifits and fre¬ 
quency with her, wfoereupon foe grew mofi outragioufiy inveterate a- 
gainft: me, and whereas herLetrers of which I have a Bufoel, de¬ 
clare that myfoeets foouldbe w^ell aired, and Ifoould be kept warm, 
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and that all her all was mine, and in her Letters declaring, that ftg 
pretended not to have the honor of marrying a perlon of my quality, 
only coveting my Company. The cruel ulage of hers as followeth, 
may admit my thus expatiating, though a thing contrary, to my na¬ 
ture towards that venerable Sex: It’s true, that in the time of our 
converfe, I did tell her that there would be great difturbances and 
troubles ingendred in England) I loon alter refraining giving her my 
vifits, Ihe grew padionately defperate, run out one night out of her 
Houle into the ftreec, ftopt my Coach) Ihe half naked ; and fwore if 
I came not in and ftay all night, that Ihe would kill heilelf. I not 
haying as being un .v illing thereunto, fhe a little after went in her 
pallion to my Lord Chief Juftice, and made a mod pernitious and 
fa lie affidavit, that I robbed her of a Hundred Pounds worth of Plate, 
and that I had pawnd it, unto Mr. John Wallis a Gold-lrnith in Lom¬ 
bard Ifreet, at the fign of the Angel, who can witnefs that I never did 
pawn any Plate unto him, a Perlon in who'e hands, I intruded mo- 
hy of mine to be kept, above Two Hundred Pounds, and that if any 
was pawnd thatlhe pawnd it herfelf, and afterwards Ihe came to Mr. 
Wallis, and fain would have retrieved her Plate,faying that Ihe only fent 
it him to be Varnilhed, this Mr. Wallis a man of lame and credit w ill 
aver; but as unto her falfe Affidavit Ihe procured the Lord Chief Ju- 
fticehis Warrant, and in comes the TipftafF one Ohvay, with Twenty 
or Thirty at his heels, and I fcarce out of my bed, they hurried me 
half naked through the ftreet, and carried me to New pnfin, where 
Hay Two or Three hours, lent for Bail, who entred into rcognifancc 
of TwoThoufand Pounds, for my appearance at Hick's-Ha/l, which I 
did, and the Gentlemen fitting there cancelled my recognifance,and 
took Two ordinary men bound in Twenty Pounds a peace, and I 
in Forty to appear at Guild-hall the following Sefiions, ro anfwerto 
the Indidment againfl me for the King, put in by this Widow E. J. 
now o. B. unto which I did appear at Guild-Hall , before the Lora 
Chief Juftice and that Honorable Bench, a Jury being Impanneld, Ihe 
appearing there and telling her Story, the Lord Chief Juftice and the 
Bench, found it fo nonlenfical as my Lord told the Jury, that there 
was no Subjed for them to be troubled with, fo difmiiTed them and 
me from the indi&ment, though Ihe pretended to have comprifedme 
in the Number of fuch as were concerned in the Plot. This Widows./, 
now o. b. did abfolutely give unto Sir Robert walflj a Dubble a,jilt Tan¬ 
kard, which is under her own hand, and attefted by John chattel 
Clearke unto Sir James Butler, Sarah sing a nd Frances Duval, the laid 
Tankard Sir made a prefent of, unto a Perfon of quality, iet 

the laid Widow molt impudently did make her addrefs unto the laid 
Perlon of quality, and did perfwadehim that Sir Robert rob’d her of 
her Tankard, and the faid Perfon of quality could not be rid of her 
importunity until he gave her the Tankard, without having asked 
Sir Roberto? the matter-, they being a* afar diftanceone fromtheo- 
ther, I had at Guild-Hall under her own hand Forty of her Letters to 
produce what Ihe was, which are Pill extant. In one flic writes,ihan 
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flie was fo much in the favor of Sir J. E. as that i lie was 
fure if his Wife, who was fickly fliould dye, that lie would marry her, 
and that iffo, 1 fliould be her Gallant, and I fliould not want for mo¬ 
ney, this Letter and all hers are this day extant. 

XXIV. In the Year 1655;. or 1655, I being here intruded as is 
let forth in my manifeft, to heal away then from the Ufurpers claws, 
I was neceflitated, to take up Forty Pounds w orth in filk Stockings^ 
to carry, me into Flanders, I being here in 1677. I was arrefted upon 
my Bond of Forty Pounds, and forced to pay Sixty five Pounds, as Mr. 
John Willis Gold-fmith, and Sargent Dike in wdiofe Prifon / was can 
witnefs, yet / importuned not His Majefty to my relief as in that. / 
lying Priloner upon the flocking adion, comes an adion of Four Hun¬ 
dred Pound againflme, upon Bond in the Year 1641. where/ then 
became bpund for the Lord Henry v/ilmot, late Earl of Rochefter^ which 
was to carry him then after His Majefty of Blefled Memory to York : 
This ad ion being laid upon me, / did petition and implore, His Ma¬ 
jefty to look upon the hardnefs of my paying that debt, which the 
Duke of Ormond and the Earl of Bathe , did reprefent unto His Maje¬ 
fty, who was compaflionate, but I was force^ to fatisfie the debt,which 
/ could not then have done, but that a great Lord and a great Subjed, 
did fo take me into his confideration, as that he did relieve me, he is 
not now in this Kingdom, but is in one of His Majefties, / dare not 
mention his Name, knowing he is not Covetous, that his charitable 
goodnefs, in fuch kind fliould efclat. Theleare the rewards / meet 
w T ith, in return of my coming of purpofe out of France in the Year 
1675. To have difeovered the infurredions and difturbances, which 
w ere intended againft His Majefties Kingdoms and good Subjeds, hav¬ 
ing no other for my labor, charges, and lofs of time here thefe Four 
Years paft, then have been thefe misfortunes. 


The Conclufion of my Manifeft. 

I Beg the favor from you Noble Readers, not to cerifure as that I 
vaunt of myfervices, having done but my duty, or that / com¬ 
plain of the Murderous imprifonment, / have for Three and Thir¬ 
ty Months, with/may fay injufticegroaned under, which /impute 
unto the moft ungrounded ill condud of fome then Minifters of State* 
who gave ear unto fomefalfe Rafcally and moft Viilanous intelligen¬ 
cers : Some of which may live this day, and read herein the Chara- 
der / give them, w^hofe courage affords them not to take notice, the 
beft of men doth know who they where or be, / do not, / w ould / 
did * they foon fliould here from me, who am His Majefties Loyal 
Subjed, and unto you my friends an humble Servant.
